When the lifeboats were about 
a mile from the ship, authorities 
said. the Columbia Eagle sud­ 
denly steamed off. The 24 crew­ 
men were later picked up by an­ 
other American merchant ves­ 
sel en route to Thailand. 
The Columbia Eagle was un­ 
der charier to the Defense De­ 
partment and owned by Colum­ 
bia Steamship Co. of Portland, 
Ore.

The dire situation of Hic com­ 
m ercial 
fishing 
industry 
in 
M ichigan was explained to the 
E> canaba Kiwanis Club by Roy 
Jensen, Escanaba, Monday noon. 
The Jensen name lias been 
synonymous 
with 
the fishing 
industry almost throughout the 
entire history of Escanaba. Roy, 
continuing to follow the family 
tradition, 
holds 
the 
titles of 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Michigan Fish Producer’s As­ 
sociation, advi or to the Inter­ 
national G reat Lakes Fishing 
Commission, and is also advisor 
to the State o f‘Michigan Great 
Lakes Fish Committee. 
Jensen is active in all the 
sportsm en’s 
associations 
also, 
for he feels there is just as 
great im portance in sport fish­ 
ing, but for his talk, he stressed 
the im portance of putting fish 
on the table for the 7 Ii million 
people of Michigan who have 
neither the time or occasion to 
fish for themselves. 
Put Out Of Business 
The term "com m ercial fishing” 
should be set aside in favor of a 
m ore tasteful term of fish pro­ 
ducing. Jensen said, as the trade 
la really no different than the 
harvesting of crops by a farm er. 
The fish producers have been 
blam ed for the low periods of a 
certain species of fish, but in 
reality, 20 to 25 million pounds 
of fish that are produced an­ 
nually by the industry show 
that the take of species vary as 
the 
species’ 
own 
production 
goes up and down. 
In 1969, 87 men, women and 
children were dependent on the 
fishing industry on the Garden 
Pen insula alone, not to mention 
the men it took to cut the more 
than 1,000 board feet of lum ber 
to m ake up the fish boxes, he 
reported. Because of the new 
laws 
by 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Natural Resources, the num ber 
of people who can m ake their 
living in the fishing industry is 
practically gone, he added. 
In Little Bay de Noc alone, 
th# fish producers should have 


been harvesting the smelt and 
whitefish throughout the w in­ 
ier, as had always been the 
custom, but the DNR has re­ 
stricted the fishing to an area 
which excludes both the Bays 
de Noc, he said. 
Commercial 
fishing licenses 
loo have been raised from $16 
to more than $200 in just a 
short tim e, and now there are 
about 200 licenses sold in the 
state, where there were more 
than 700 in 1967.

These 
restrictions are only 
making it a better m arket for 
the Canadian fisherm en, Jensen 
said.

Seen Any Wildlife? 


“Seen Any Wildlife Lately?” 
The National Wildlife Federation of Wash­ 
ington, D.C. and state affiliates, primarily con­ 
servation and sportsmen’s clubs are asking that 
question this week 
dining National 
Wldlife 
Week. And while the question can be answered 
in the affirmative more 
often in the 
Upper 
Peninsula where there still are some trout in the 
streams and deer in the woods than in the mon­ 
uments to concrete like Chicago. New York and 
Detroit, there is still reason to pause to consider 
it. 
The 
National 
Federation 
makes 
these 
points: 
“The biggest or smallest animal can nro- 
vide a measure of the environment . . . Wildlife 
cannot survive in a world that is polluted. You 
will not see many animals where plants have 
disappeared, and the water is filthv with pollu­ 
tion and the skies are gray with smoke. 
“Across America today there are too many 
places where you can never see any wildlife. In 
some places all you might discover are a few 
sewer rats or a soot covered pigeon searching 
the streets for a meal. Rivers flowing past our 
towns have been allowed to kill off every living 
thing that once splashed in their waters. Tile 
saddest paid of this story is that someday if we 
allow all of the green spaces to vanish and we 
ruin all of the waters, and choke all of the skies 
with pollution people won’t be able to survive 
either.” 


I^ast year, the National Wildlife Federation 
compiled its first Index of Environmental Qual­ 
ity in an effort to determine where the nation 
stands, an “annual yardstick to measure our 
progress — or lack of it.” according to Thomas 
L. Kimball, executive director of the federation. 
Kimball said that facts were hard to come 
by, that the nation is only beginning to monitor 
pollutants and that the first EQ index is only 
“our best educated guess on where we stand” 
but the picture is not good. Air quality is rated 
very bad, water as bad and 
soil, forests 
and 
wildlife as fair. Tile mineral index was rated 
good, but even here a “loss trend” is indicated 
since 1965. Overall the environmental quality is 
considered poor. Here are some of the Federa­ 
tion’s reasons: 
Annually there are 112 million tons of pollu­ 
tants poured into the air, 86 million tons from 
motor vehicles, the report said. More than 2,600 
communities still discharge raw sewge into wa­ 
terways. In 1968, an estimated 15.236,000 fish 
were killed by water pollution in the United 
States. Some 180 million acres are affected by 
water and wind erosion. In 1967, there were only 
78 endangered species of wildlife, but that figure 
had jumped to 89 by 1969. 


NURSEMAID'S DILEMMA 
Yr. 


Despite the somewhat gloomy picture, the 
Wildlife Fderation does not believe all is lost. 
The time, however, is growing short. 
“Unless, we immediately zero in on this 
problem with our most powerful technological 
guns, we run the risk of destroying this earth 
as a desirable place for life and the pursuit of 
happiness,” Kimball said. 
Those words should carry a special message 
for the Upper Peninsula, an area where natural 
resources and a healthy environment are the 
most valuable assets. 
Pollution exists in the U.P. — some of it 
locally severe as tile weather bureau says about 
thunderstorms — but 
because of the 
sparce 
population and large area the Environmental 
Quality Index must be still on the plus side. 
Yes, we have seen some wildlife lately. 
That 
answer must 
never be 
allowed to 
change.

Gambling At Home 
Seated at a kitchen table, the home owner 
and the next-door neighbor were intent upon 
their little game of poker, But a passing police­ 
man, glancing through the window, decided they 
were breaking the law and placed them under 
arrest. 
At the trial, the prosecutor told the court: 
“What makes their game a crime is the fact 
that they were playing for money. It so happens 
that gambling is against the law.” 
Nevertheless, the court found the men not 
guilty. The judge said gambling is not criminal 
if it takes place within the “sanctity” of the 
home. 
Most anti-gambling laws do make an ex­ 
ception, either expressly or by implication, for 
the private home. Tile theory is that, within 
these limits, society should not mix in. 
However, even a private home may become 
“public” enough for the community to become 
concerned. Consider this case: 
A home owner and his family went away 
for a vacation, leaving a house guest on tile 
premises. The house guest promptly threw the 
place open for dice and poker games, with all 
comers welcome. 
In short order he was arrested, tried, and 
found guilty of violating the local gambling or­ 
dinance. The judge said th- mere fact that the 
gambling took place within a private residence 
did not change the public character of the ac­ 
tivities. 
What if the gambling takes place on pri­ 
vate premises, but not within the house itself? 
Generally, it is a matter of degree. In one 
case, a farmer and his cronies did their gamb­ 
ling in a storage building, about 250 yards be­ 
hind 
the 
farmhouse. 
When 
arrested, 
they 
claimed the immunity of a private residence. 
However, the court could not see things 
that way. Finding them guilty as charged, the 
judge pointed out that the building I) had no 
furniture, and 2) was never used for sleeping. 
Its mere physical nearness to the farmhouse, 
said the judge was not enough to confer upon

Scare' Diplomacy May

W hether or not the Soviets 
have ever really contem plated 
waging “p r e v e n t i v e ” w ar 
against 
Red China, they are 
certainly not averse to keeping 
Mao T se-tung worried about the 
possibility of a lightning descent 
on Peking’s atomic installations. 
Every recent Soviet move on

seems directed tow ard giving 
the Peking Reds the scream ing 
m eemies.

As Maoists must look at it, 
the only possible reason Mos­ 
cow should try to put a clamp 
on the Czechs would be to bat­ 
ten down the western hatches in 
order to bring more power to 
bear on the Far East.

enough, there are environm en­ 
tal effects to deal with, such as:

haps altering weather patterns.

You ru ff in dum ­ 
my, East throw ing a club, and 
there you are, sure to m ake tha 
contract if you could only lo­ 
cate the queen of clubs. 
The queen is finessable in 
two directions, but which way 
to finesse — through East or 
W est—is the crucial question. 
You don’t solve such problem s 
by m entally flipping a coin — 
th ere’s much more to it than 
that. Instead you first try to 
learn everything you can about 
the m akeup of the opponents’ 
hands. 
You've already noted one im ­ 
portant clue— that West started 
wdth hix hearts and East with 
two. If you could also learn 
how the spades and diam onds 
are divided, you’d be in m uch 
better position to deal with toe 
clubs.
